*'rjmO OREAT FACTORS are con- 
cerned In the making, of an ade- 
quate Individual, heredity and en- 
vironment, and the two cannot be 
dissociated." This was the opening 
re^k of the address given by Dr. H. 
B. Fantham, Strathcona Professor of 
Zoology, before the St. James Llter- 
aiy Society last night. His subject 
.■was "Heredity In Man." 

Man is the result of his heredity and 
the reaction of the environment upon 
It. The study of heredity among the 
«nitnals can be carried on by direct 
■experiments, but for humans «' care- 
ful' study of records wtiiieh can be 
analysed Is necessary. Records are 
chiefly pedigrees of families with a 
striking heredltai7 characteristic. Phy. 
s)cal, mental, , moral, social and racial 
oharacterlBties. are Inherited. 

CmidlUons Btadied 
Stature, eye colour and peculiarities 
such as various conditions of -the 
digits: and hair are conditions which 
can be studied. Dark 'coloured eyes 
tend; to dominate over light ones. 
Shape, of eyes and eyebrows and sta- 
ture are hwltaUe. Baldneas and pat 
terns of baldneas, premature grey- 
ness, white forelock and rings of white 
hair are also passed from generation 
to generation. Colour blindness Is a 
serious heritable . defect more oommon 
among men than women, although 
seemingly normal women may tranS' 
mit thé defect to their sons. Haemo' 
philia or abnormal bleeding Is an- 
other such serious disability. These 
defects have social and economic sig- 
nificance. Persons suffering ' from 
defects likely to make their possessors 
. aiifaDger to ttejrace should iwt.^^^^

Inbreeding also occurs and 
tends to bring out masked defects. In- 
stitutlbntir care or better community 
envirdnment could not' cause B00g^| 
cial reactions In feeble mïnded*^^ 
sons. Where criminality is basically 
dùe to, hereditary feeblemindedness 
punishment Is Largely useless. Medical

F^es have on the whole remained the same 
owing to the decrease in University reve- 
rijies. The living-expenses of the students 
ye been lowered.

The first and most obvious is 
to Ijmit the number of graduate students

Wr. Hurel Of "France-Film" 

Mr. Hurel, President of the Prance-Film Com- 

liQè^^iiRopresentatlve of the French 

im'SrddwS»''S?''canada, left Montreal for New 
York on Thursday, November 9th. to board the 
S.S. Champlntn on a business trip to France. In- 
troduced by Mr. dc Roussy do Sales, Managing 
Director of tho Company, I secured an interview 
with him on the eve of his departure, 'and he was 
kind enough to answer certain questions of seu- 
cral Interest to McGlU students, especially thoss 
who follow present developments of the French 
Flhn.

"What is the actual tendency of the French 
talking film, and it* orientation as compared with 
that of the silent film? 

"The Frepch. talking picture originated around 
1930 and has since then made rapid steps ahead. 
Its tendency is to be very modernistic in the 
scenery as well as In the scer^ario. As for its pro- 
gress over the silent film one may say that the 
latter's popularity was perhaps due to Its guiding 
of the spectator's mind which was not allowed to 
miss any details of the acting but had them con- 
secutively and strikingly pointed out by the camera. 
The talking film has of course accentuated the 
spell and its position in the dramatic world is now 
unassailable as a seperatc and distinct Art."

'^'hat are the principal lines differenciating 
It from the American and the British films?" 

"It Is far more realistic than American produc- 
tions and does not idealize nor poetize life, but 
shows it In Its true colours. Beautiful gh-ls and 
clean-shaven college boys are not always so com- 
mon an occurence In dally life. 

"It doesn't breathe the apparent coldness of 
the British fibns. The actors are closer to the 
spectators. ' In fact the distinction might proceed 
from the ethnical differences of the British and 
French nations themselves."

tho atrocities ot oermany wiU evei 
come out. He also praised the heroic 
work accomplished by tliese news- 
papermen, who caiTled on their work 
in the lace of real danger to therii- 
selvcs. The condition of the Jews 
In Gennany can hardly be Imagined 
by people outside the country. They 
are denied all entrance to intellectual 
pursuits, as well as behig discrimin- 
ated in all industrial and economical 
life. 

According to the speaker's opinion, 
there is no hope for any change im- 
less either economic disaster occurred 
in Germany or they became involved 
in war and ate defeated. Neither of 
these conditions are likely to occur 
within the near future. Hitler has ac- 
complished overnight what Bismarck 
could not succeed in doing in a whole 
career. 

Favorable Propaganda 

Towards the conclusion, the speak- 
er reviewed the favorable propaganda 
that is being spread about America in 
favor of Hitler. In a certain sense, 
their claims are Justified that Hitler 
la rebuUdlng the life of the people 
and the country, and has aroused the 
youth from a state of hopelessness and 
despah: to a state of amazing patriotic 
zeal. All these apparent advantages, 
however, will never compensate for 
the destruction of the principles of 
democracy, parliamentary Institutions 
and Individual liberty.

Both you trnd I are slmiiarly at a 
disadvantage' tiiwn'~thls' the évcnlhÉ 
of Armistice Day. [-You came pre- 
pared to hear Sir Arthur Currle 
speak,— he who did so much on the 
field of war to bring this Armistice 
to. us; .you are, .compelled instead to 
listen to mle i^who.did so little, v 

It is by. very reason of that "much" 
which he did, that hé now lies help- 
less in the hospital, near to the Uni- 
versity which he served with a fidel- 
ity equal to the fidelity with which 
he-served his King. It Is therefore 
pertinent tc our theme, and . profit- 
able, for us to enquire how It came 
about that he achieved so much in 
both fields. 

Twenty years have passed, but 
history endures. Sir Arthur Currie 
went to . war,' knowing nothing aboiit 
war' except 'the principles of it, and 
therefore with à mind free from 
false preconceptions. He hàd no Plan 
such as the Frehch-Stafl had devised, 
a plan which cost them half a mil- 
lion lives before they discovered that 
It was based upon a wrong assump- 
tion, and almostj^li^ed the British 
Expeditionàry''Çi^K?'ÎN6r was he, led 
astray by the belief prevalent In the 
minds of the British Staff, In the 
flush of. victory at the Marne, that 
the War would be over by Christmas. 

Unmoved by tliese delusions, with 
a sense of reality, he set^tnself to 
work upon' the materlM^^o^er • his 
hand, of which he discerned 1 the 
quality; he created out of It tlie 
Canadian Corps, a weapon- swift, 
strong,;fïexlblç, the. most powerful in 
ttie hand of 'bouglas Haig. 

After the Armistice, he essayed a 
task harder still, when he became 
Principal of McQlll ][Jniverslty, a 
task as new to tilm as the conduct of 
war; and both tasiis he performed 
with equal valour. The University 
was disorganized; the fabric labor- 

' ioiiudy^Imiit^ttp^^ 
dredi yêàirs was stricken by war; the 
staff and students were dissolved, 
some broken, to splrit^^^ never 
to returiii Ti»elr' n«nes 'are blaibried 
on the University walls. 

For nineteen months the Univers- 
ity had beeh'jilttipujk a Principal. Sir 
WiUiaih Peterson was stricken on 
January 12tii, 1910; he resigned oh 
May 1st, and Sir Auckland Qeddes 
was appointed in his stead. But lie 
was given a year's leave of atwence; 
and In Fèbruary 1920, .when he bé- 
camè :British.^Amh"a«i^^ Wash- 
' lritftoi»,,he.tw^^^^ y*^^' 
ing'^united^t^^^ of Principal. 
On May Slst 192(). isir Arthur ac- 
ceded to the pW , to take effect pn 
August Ist, and he presided at the 
first meeting or Governors m Sep- 
ten}ber.. ' . , 

In, .this .new, world, he felt his way 
in silence; and 'those alone who are 
familiar with tiie Inner mechanism 
of a University know how delicate a 
■path that Is to tread. In no long 
tlnie' he mastered every detail with a 
thoroughness that astonished even 
those who had • spent a life:tirae 
wlthta the walls. He entered into 
the inscrutable mind of the Prof- 
essor; and, most difficult of all, he 
dlaiserned 'and* dbnitaated' the 1^ 
of the student, who Is cqiiaJIy alert 
for any sign of weakness or; of 
strength misapplied. 

Students are tenacious of theh: 
own conventions. One of these was 
the mediaeval privilege of creating 
a public disturbance once a year 
another was the newer and imported 
savage practice of "Initiating" Fresh- 
men into tl^e amenities of University 
life. ■ At the proper moment, Ste 
Arthur caUed across the tumult and 
the tumult fell. That quietness has 
now extended to all ' other Universi- 
ties; the influence is disclosed In a 
correctness of behaviour even upon 
the footbaU field. At this moment 
there: ls a hush .In thc lecture-rooms, 
upon thé clinpus, and about the hos- 
pital where the Principal lies sick 
Now that Sir Arthur. Currie Is for 
the. moment beyond the reach of 
hearing, we are frep toi enqtUre Into 
tl^e source of his strength in the 
dual fields of war and education. The 
source Is on&^hls "owndnherent qual; 
Ity, • a : quality :W»>loh ; appeals equally 
to the soidjer and to the student 
They demand, a shnple aiid direct 
mind; a .nature free from. guUe, -with' 
oui) pretence or vanity, with no 
trice ôr niallce., They dcjnand some- 
tiUng mdpe^a feariejsneiss and cour- 
agevln' rebuki^i? tbWê <«spl'^ 
the contrary of those qualities.: Se- 
cure in his 'own ser.entiiy. 9ir~ Arthur 
would hold nbtljing back;, aiid rely; 
Irig upoii. tjiat singleness of Inten- 
Uon, the, recipient of ,bl8 reprdach 
woiild leave his presence under con- 
viction, xpntrtte, resolved aind • with- 
out bitiçrheiBS.'.' 

We who are within the University 
may conifort ourselves with the re- 
membrance that during his whole 
academic career we have welcomed

him with a spirit of unrestrained 
loyalty, offering freely of that tech- 
nical experience which with wisdom 
and sincerity he did not hesitate to 
ask. His interest and the interest of 
all he made' Identical; and he made 
the University an integral part of 
the co'nimûnlty. 

What does the word ."Armistice" 
mean? To most of us it" means an 
eteraal time of peace; that it marV.ed 
the end of a war which was to end 
all T.'ar; that henceforth we could 
allow ourselves to fall Into'a lethargy 
such as that in which we lay In 
1914, when we were suddenly aroused 
by the crying of the trumpets and 
the beat of drums. Armistice does 
not mean that. It merely means a 
temporary cessation by mutual 
agreement of hostilities between two 
amiles In the field or between na- 
tions at war. Arma means arms, 
sticc mearLs status from sto, I stand. 
It means stand to arms, weapons in 
hand, idle for the moment but ready 
for use; nothhig more than a truce. 

Those arms; during the past fifteen 
years have béèn in almost continuous 
use again. At the present moment 
there is war In Cuba, less than a 
hundred miles from the borders of 
the United States; and the world is 
waiting with bated breath for sonie 
trivial Incident, like the murder at 
Serajevo, which will unleash the pas- 
sion of war once more. Whoever 
it was who started the great war, It 
was noijvwe in Canada; but we were 
Innocently involved none the less, 
as we shall .be again., , 

The soldiers ,f talshed their task 
with the. Armistice on November 
11th. The statesmen might have con- 
verted it into a Peace, but did not; 
they; gave us instead the treaty of 
•Versailles and the League of Nations. 
The American Wilson who thought 
of himself as the supreme Idealist 
v.'as only an unreallst; the French 
were realists, and both were equally 
wronii- The Germans understood the 
msnnlng of the term Armistice; and 
evet^iiiiah. of sense, at VersaiUes 
kne# ffithey so understood. Thfey 
signed under torture; when the tor- 
ture is removed the victim feels free 
to recant hLs signature. 

The British may not appear to be 
the best in making war; they are 
the . best. In the world at making 
peacey They are aware that victors 
and defeated must continue to live 
in the same world. They made peace 
— ■not ah armistlce-with the Boers; 
and Shiuts was theh: trusted, adviser 
at Versailles. 

let us now come closer to, the in- 
tent of this day. It Is a day of re- 
membrance not alone of the dead, 
not of the hour of victory but also 
oi bur- own ;rfivlving sorrow, which 
is now i thes8Mro^.qf the old; of 
those moth^i^ brought, forth 
those young men doomed to an un 
timely end, who fondled them, who 
supported their earliest steps, who 
laughed at their first words, as the 
habit of women is, even whilst they 
themselves were In pain; the sorrow 
too of fathers now grown old, and 
every day demanding more insistent 
ly the young strength that has been 
destroyed. For us who are old those 
tilings do not matter much: 
Tlie pale moon is setting beyond the 

white, wave, 
And thne is; setting for us, O. 

Nor does anythltig matter to tho^o 
for whom tlils day is one of especial 
remembrance. They will live as long 
as human remembrance endures. 
They have made expiation with theh 
lives, and we may well leave them in 
their honourable graves. They are no 
loiiger amenable to any human voice 
of praise or of sorrow. 

Our pity should go out rather to 
the young who now face life In this 
new and troubled world, of the same 
age' as those who fell.' It is easy 
ta die; hardtto-live. No wonder 
the' Preacher -praised those who are 
dead and rest from their labours. To 
this youth I say 
those young 

morate on the'^^^pas strange 
heroes slain in 'batHe|l(inhik.of them 
rather as those ■who did their part 
as men, who in the Indomitable 
Canadian army, lived a life of tem- 
perance, poverty, chastity; andïobéd- 
iénbe, who did the soldier's simple 
duty ill going 'to thehr-death. ,Such 
a life can lived' in> clvU'as well as' 
In iijilltsry life. 

And after all; are you ■wopien wfho 
are mothers of 12-year old boys:^i^i^ 
sure that' you will i)ot be called upon 
she ' yeais lîi^npe 'to \ face . the pfobiem 
that'facédïiitiw^imoth^ 1914. 
There will- be.' no' prcJblem. - The boy 
will say in the event of ■ war, 'T am 
going to the war." If he saiddhe 
was . not going, it Is then you .woUl" 
search your hearts. I am well aware 
that in Oxford; which is .in England, 
tW0çhiœdi«d young men are;;urider 
a:vpw-"never'to go to war. and'that 
it Is' bpenly proclaimed— not in Que- 
bec either— that "it is time for' us in 
; Canacfflfto; resolve- that in' no ' cir- 
cumstances will we fight for our king 
apd couiitry." 

For those who have a free choice 
and whose lives are not at stake, war 
is. In words as old as Periceles, the 
greatest of follies; but pçace and 
thesis of a slothful peace is nptr wçr 

wçir is not the antithesis; itiie antl-

but massacre. "That has always been 
the fate of every docile, passive, and 
submissive people. 

Do thèse pobpie ever ask them- 
selves what would have happened to 
them had we been defeated in the 
last war? Those who profess them- 
selves dissatisfied with our present 
situation would do well to ask thém- 
selves that question. For such per- 
sons you womeii have your own 
method; and I suggest to you the 
words of old Chuacer: 
Now have ye lost iny heart and all 
my love; 

I cannot love, a coward, by my faith. 
In the^world^lcpde, cowardice Is the 
one deadly {sin. ^ . 

To us of 1914, war was a new 
thing. For a hundred years we had 
lived in peacë under the shield of 
the Emplrje; the sound of battle 
never reached these fai'-away shores. 
We havè 'slncc'clamoured to be called 
a nation. ' Now, It appears, we are 
part of a Commonwealth, a word 
some one^ found in the dictionary; 
biit whatever the word means, we' are 
out in the'.world i^th a responsibility 
that caiinoi;- be evaded. The.yoijng 
may deride us that we did not 
create for them a new heaven, and a 
new earth ' in -Which . they (jbuld llvç 
in easeful idlèness,' Let them see to 
it that thçy^'iacqult themselves as 
well. ' ■ : 

By the life and death-of the youjiig: 
of 1914, our, freedom was assured; 
It is the business of the present 
l^young men to see to it that this 
'freedom is put to a good purpose; 
that demands some sacrifice even if 
it Î3 spmethlng less than the spec-, 
tacùlar'-^'rffice of their lives. • 

If the Issue is nov/ less vast, there 
is yet .ropni ;f or private sorrow and 
evenlfpir^ the; luxm-y of grief, which 
temperied our' pride ■ in,^h^Jçtpry of 
the fh'st.
